These trains 
will be under the protection of tho 
government, and If a 'strike should 
occur on any of them and the trans- 
portation of malls Is interfered with 
the government will be called upon 
to give protection to the train crews. 
Those (who Interfere with the trans- 
portation of malls will be prosecuted. ~c"r~' 


This order relates exclusively 
to 


the transportation of newspapers, and 
baggagemen on trains on which there 
is no regular postal clerk are directed 
to receive and deliver newspaper mall 
at the station^shown In the address. 
• While these packages, are In the pos- 
session of the baggagemen they will 
be considered as mall anil will ho giv- 
en the same protection as first-class 
mall, but after packages are delivered 
at their destination the 
publishers 


must run the ilxk of having them de- 
livered to the addresses. 


Affords Protection. 


For month!) the po?toulcc .depart- 


ment has been working out this plan, 
and officials of all ronds gladly agreed 
to It on account, of the additional 
protection It affords. 


Postmaster General Payne's order 


is as follows: 


"Whenever the delivery to outside 


news dealers of packages which can- 
not be made by the regular railway 
postal clerk because of there being 
no postal clerk on tho train used for 
the transportation of such packages, 
the baggageman of the train will do 
liver to newsdealers packages outside 
of a mall sack, and while In his ens 
tody they shall be considered as n:all 
matter. The baggagemen shall

"Baggagemen are not permitted to

from the publisher nn ' postmaster's

"Packages for delivery of outside 


mall, when handled and delivered by 
'railroad baggagemen, will

"In order to distinguish packages 


for outside delivery sent by mall from 
those sent by express companies or 
by railroad service. It Is required that 
the publisher shall have printed In 
bold typo on the wrapper of the mall 
packages for outside delivery

•words 'U. S. mall for outside delivery, 
At publisher's risk.' " 


Publishers can make arrangements 


•with the division superintendents to 
lave the baggagemen accept packages 
direct, thus saving the tlmo required 
to send them to the postolllces.

II. Is a huge white building of very 
attractive appearance. 
It Is a royal 


abode greatly liked by the czarina, 
and there she goes for picnics. 


Her private apartments there are 


lofty, splendid rooms, paneled from 
floor to celling with a marvelously 
beautiful Inlaying of purest amber of 
priceless value, and so beautifully 
carved that one is awed by the ex- 
quisite wonder of it. 


The marvelous, mellow effect of this 


rare translucent 
setting, sweeping 


Into carved cuplds and nymphs and 
roses, gives one the Idea of what fairy- 
land might be. And there are tall 
vases and daintily carved cabinets also 
of golden amber standing about every- 
where, catching the light softly and 
looking like condensed sunshine. 


An adjoining room Is elaborate in 


an entirely different way, the walla 
being- Inlaid with bits of mothor-of 
pearl, forming exquisite flowers and 
fruit. The rich lloor Is of polished 
ebony covered, with delicate tracerlea 
In mother-of-pearl, a lilting thing for 
imperial footsteps.
